It consists of a coor- 
dinating staff in Washington, D.C. and 16 clearinghouses located at universities or with professional 
organizations across the country. These clearinghouses, each responsible for a particular educational 
area, are an integral part of the ERIC system. The clearinghouses are listed on the inside back cover. 


Organization of Journal: Resources in Education is made up of resumes and indexes. The resumes 
provide descriptions of each document and abstracts of their content. Resumes appear in a ‘‘Docu- 
ment Section’’ and are numbered sequentially by an accession number beginning with the prefix ED 
(ERIC Document). The indexes appear in an “‘Index Section’’ and provide access to the Resumes by 
Subject, Personal Author, Institution, and Publication Type. 


Availability of Documents: The documents cited in Resources in Education, except as noted, are avail- 
able from the ERIC Document Reproduction Service (EDRS), in both microfiche (MF) and paper copy 
(PC), or microfiche only. Availability in microfiche only may be determined by the source, for proprietary 
or copyright reasons, or by ERIC for reasons related to legibility and reproducibility. The price per docu- 
ment is based on the number of pages and is subject to change over time. An ERIC Price Code Sched- 
ule permits the user to convert all price codes to actual dollar amounts. Current price information for 
documents, microfiche, and subscriptions to microfiche collections is to be found in the section enti- 
tled ‘‘How to Order ERIC Documents”’ in the most recent issue of RIE.

While some publications are compre- 
hensive reviews designed for those who are interested in pursuing a subject in depth, 
others are brief analyses designed for the busy practitioner whose time for staying 
abreast of new developments in education is limited. 


ERIC publications are published either by the ERIC Clearinghouses responsible 
for producing them or through cooperative arrangements with other organizations.

In 
order for women to take advantage of increased labor 
market demands, employer attitudes toward working 
women need to change and women must: (1) receive 
better career planning and counseling, (2) change 
their career aspirations, and (3) fully utilize the 
sources of legal protection and assistance that are

They included eight Cauca- 
sian females, six Black females, nine Hispanic fe- 
males, one Oriental female, five Hispanic males, and 
four Black males. None of them had participated in 
organized educational activities.

A project was ducted to i as well as to 
professionalize communication between tutors and 
learners in a West German university's distance ed- 
ucation program by the use of personal computers.

The idea for the organization that later became 
the American Forensic Association (AFA) was con- 
ceived at a meeting of debate coaches at a tourna- 
ment at the State University of lowa in the fall of 
1948.

The Indian agent and Jef- 
fersonian r , Benjamin Hawkins, considered 
that women played a crucial role in Creek society 
and thus had to be targeted as instruments of 
change. From 1796 until his death in 1816, Hawkins 
lived among the Creeks and zealously promoted the 
“civilization program” devised by federal officials to 
transform the Indians into yeoman farmers and con- 
fiscate their hunting grounds. The success of this 
policy required that system of matrilineal kin- 
ship and communal property give way to one of 
patrilineal inheritance and private ownership of 
roperty. To accomplish these goals, Hawkins and 
assistants established a “model” farm, taught 
Creek women to spin and weave, attempted (unsuc- 
cessfully) to create “model” families through mar- 
riage with Creek women, and sought to instill the 
work ethic and attachment to individual property. 
Although some Creeks and their leaders adopted 
the white lifestyle, most rejected it and in 1813 went 
to war to destroy the leaders and instruments of

Lack of jobs on or 
near reservations is the greatest problem, but poor 
education and training, inadequate English lan- 
guage capability, tribal ties to the reservation, a cul- 
ture that is not job-oriented, and poor housing and 
health conditions, and inadequate transportation 
are also cited. There are many federal programs for 
Indians, ranging from housing assistance, to health 
and transportation services, to education and train- 
ing for jobs. A number of these programs are listed. 
But the report suggests that a high degree of overlap 
and fragmentation of federal programs hampers 
their effectiveness among Indians. Coordination of 
federal programs and further federal research, espe- 
cially on effectiveness of JTPA programs, are rec- 
sane.

Geographic illiteracy is bem ry in Indiana. In 
seeking a solution, it is necessary first to isolate the 
problem. It seems that the problem has come about 
in spite of rather than because of state curriculum 
guidelines. ae aye has a strong role in the social 
studies curriculum of Indiana at every grade level 
from first through seventh. The systematic study of 
geography is weak at the high school level, but there 
are many courses offered in which geographic con- 
cepts can or should be integrated. It is likely that 
teacher traini — requirements in Indiana may be en- 
couraging weakness in geography. Under the pres- 
ent licensing requirements, the state does not set 
down rigid specifications for certification, but in- 
stead offers guidelines to be worked out in programs 
offered by individual teacher training institutions. A 
survey of teacher training programs at 32 Indiana 
institutions of higher learning in 1985 indicated the 
probability that a majority of teachers in Indiana 
had little or no formal training in geography. It is 
clear that many teachers today face a curriculum 
with a heavy emphasis in geography without the 
foundation skills and understandings needed to 
maintain a comfort level in the classroom. Since 
teachers facing time constraints tend to emphasize 
subject matter in which they feel competent, it is

(ERIC) database is available on magnetic tape in a 
variety of options. Under special authorization from 
the U.S. Department of Education, these tapes are 
offered at unusually low cost to encourage the widest 
possible dissemination. 





The ERIC database provides coverage of the signifi- 
cant literature in the field of educational resources. 
Report literature (announced in Resources in Edu- 
cation (RIE)) is covered from 1966 to date; journal 
article literature (announced in Current Index to 
Journals in Education (CI/E)) is covered from 1969. 
Monthly, quarterly, and annual updates are availa- 
ble for both RIE and CIE, so that the files may be 


kept current. 


The basic files are available in the ERIC Format 
(IBM/OS variable length records). These files in- 
clude the complete resume (document description, 
indexing, and abstract or annotation) of each docu- 
ment or journal article announced, in accession 
number order. A variety of peripheral files,

including Postings Files (inverted subject and source 
indexes) and the Thesaurus (controlled indexing 
vocabulary) are also available on magnetic tape, and 
virtually any segment of the master files is obtaina- 
ble on Special Order.

document collection. ERICTOOLS are a series of 
distributed internally to components of the ERIC 
network. The Title Index provides access by docu- 
ment title. The Source Directory provides access to 
all organizational names used in the system, i.e., cor- 
porate authors and sponsoring agencies. Cross- 
reference lists lead the inquirer to the accession num- 
ber (ED number) from: Report Number; Contract 
Number; and Clearinghouse Accession Number. 





ERICTOOLS are available individually and on an- 
nual subscription. Prices start from as low as $20 
for some individual documents. 
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
